First, tho government is pledged to 


maintain them at par with gold. Sec- 
ond, they are.,so'limited in quantity 
that the government is able .to carry 
out that pledge. Third, they are re- 
ceivable for customs, taxes, and public 
dues. 
Nothing; else is so receivable 


except gold or treasury notes redeem- 
able iu gold. Hence, being- as good as 
gold for a purpose for which other- 
wise p-old only can be used, they are 
necessarily of equal value with gold 
for This a.nd no other -p-.irposts. If our 
North-field friend' can't 
understand 


this it is useless to try to make .it 
clearer. 
• 


The most important- of the.'-.e Tcal- 


sons -is the limitation of quantity .to 
the amount for which'there is a vol- 
untary popular dema.nd. The volun- 
tary demand for silver coin dollars is 
very limited. 'That the people of the 
Unilcd Sratfis do not want the heavy 
and bulky silver dollars is abundantly 
proved by the fact that, although of- 
fering to furnish transportation free 
to any point where they a're wanted, 
the e'overnmcru lias l5cen unal:)le to 
press into circulation more than S34,- 
000,000. This amount is absorbed be- 
cause it serves the same purposed as 
the fractional silver currency, that.is, 
as pocket, money or change. But'this 
is the largest amount of silver dollars 
for which the people can.ilncl any use. 
And the limitfcd demand for them for 
this purpose maintains the-outstand- 
ing silver dollars at pn.r for the same 
reason that tho half and quarter dol- 
lars are maintained at par. 


Eut as the people have no use for 


silver dollars themselves beyond this 
small amount the only other way in 
which they can be. used "as money is

Grocer* Keclve Circulars From Dairy and 


Food Coinmlii&lbnor Adams. 


Grocers and dealers of vinegar in 


this city have received-front Dairy and 
Food Commissioner H. C. Adams of 
Madison, a circular, setting forth the 
Wisconsin law regarding the sale and 
manufacture of vinegar. The law pro- 
vides'that no vinegai;'shall be manu- 
factured or sold.as aider vinegar into 
which ^foreign substances, drugs 
or 


acids have been introduced, and that 
.-no, -vinegar shall, he manufactured or 
"sofd7Tvhich~"c6ataii]'s -"Tng-rcdients in- 
jurious to health; it prohibits the sale 
of adulterated, vinegar and makes it 
an offense to -label- vinegar not pro- 
•duced exclusively from apples, cider 
vinegar. All -vinegar must have an 
acidity equivalent, to the presence of j 
not less than 4 per cent, by weight of • 
absolute acetic acid, and in case of 
cider vinegar shall contain in addition 
not less than 2 per cent, by weight ol 
cider solids upon 
full 
evaporations 


over boiling water at 212 degrees. 
All 


persons handling vinegar in lots of 
one barrel -of more arc required to 
stencil in black letters or figures one 
inch in length upon the head of each 
barrel the standard, strength and per- 
centage of acetic acid of the 
vinegar 


contained therein. Violation of these 
provision." may be punished by a fine 
of not. less than $.10 or more than §100 
in cost, Mr. Adams says that adulter- 
ated vinegar falsely labeled is being 
sold in this state, merchants being de- 
ceived as well as their customers, and 
advises retail dealers to require from 
the firm of whom the purchase writ- 
ten guarantees that the goods to be 
delivered conform in all particulars to 
the,- requirements of the state law. 
The department proposes to stop the 
fraud which is being perpetrated upon 
the people by the sale of vinegar be- 
low the legal standard, as the stand- 
ard is not unreasonably high.

Of course there were Pop- 
ulists present and they frequently ap- 
plauded the speaker.

Mr. Gillen was introduced and faced 
the audience that his was a lost, cause, 
lui't 'before the young man had pro- 
ceeded far it was recognized by all 
present that Mr. Worsiey had mot a 
foe worthy of his steel.
